Should we cover our Tulips? Tulips are the easiest 
of bulbous plants to grow. We advise, however, against 
covering them with any kind of mulch. In the first place, 
the bulbs do not require warmth. Mulches provide ideal 
nesting places for field mice, which seem to like to eat the 
bulbs. In mild winters mulches encourage premature 
growth. Greater damage is done to Tulips by poor drain- 
age than by cold weather. Our suggestion is to make sure 
of a well-drained location for success with Tulips.

A wide range of brilliant color is repre- 
sented in their various forms, and they are permanent plants when 
once established. Bemg natives of southern Europe and western 
Asia, they are accustomed to hot, dry locations, particularly after 
blooming time, and should be given sheltered locations exposed to 
the sun, with the freest possible drainage. Do not fertilize the soil 
nor protect them; plant them very deep and leave them alone ever 
after.
